CANADA'S FIRST NEWSPAPER 


The first printing press and the 
first newspaper in Canada was estab- 
Hshed in Halifax, N.S., in 1751 by one 
Bartholomew Green, and later by J. 
Bushell, This first Canadian paper 
was known as the Gazette”, of Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia, 

Although of English manufacture, 
that printing press did not reach Hali- 
fax direct from its factory. It had 
been part of the plaut of the pioneer 
printing shop of the continent estab- 
lished at Harvard College in 1689 by 


Stephen and Matthew Day, only nine-’ 


teen years after the landing of the 
pilgrims at Plymouth. It and the 
type set up by the first compositor in 
Canada, Bart, Green, were taken to 
Halifax in 1761, two years after the 
foundation of thé city by Cornwallis. 
Unfortunately, before-he could realize 
‘his objective of. printing a newspaper 
for Halifax, Green died in December 
1761, 
_ Bushell, who was g silent partner 
with Green in the Halifax business 
hurried from Boston as soon as he 
Jearned of Green’s death and thus 
became the first newspaper’ publisher 
in Canada, | He lived at Halifax until 
January, 2761, when he was buried In 
St, Paul's churghyard, ..

On most farms the house cellar is 
common location for storing vege- 
tables. For inside conditions the fol- 
lowing suggestions are made: Car- 
rots, parsnips and beets may be plac- 
ed'in bing without covers, or even in 
barrels if there is good ventilation. 
These vegetables may also be stored 
safely in clean sand. Parsnips may be 
left. in the ground until just before 
freeze-up, and then removed to stor- 
age; but carrots and beets are in- 
jured by fal frosts. Turnips may 
be left out until late in the fall and 
hey may be ‘stored .in bins without 
harm. 

Cabbage should fully mature before 
being harvested, and they will with- 
stand osme frost, After removing 
the outer leaves and roots, the heads 
may be wrapped in hewspapers, laid 
on shelves where they will keep very 
well. Piling two or three deep is 
aso permissable, Hanging of the 
cabbage by the roots is a common 
practise, but tends to reduce the 
crispness of the head, 

Onions should be well dried for 
storage, They may be placed in 
open crates where the temperature is 
low and the air is dry. Thick necked 
onions should be used first, as they 
do not keep as well as those with 
thin necks. ‘ : 

In storing potatoes only 
sound potatoes, It fs unwise to pile 
potatoes on the floor, as a circul- 
They.
